LONDON, Sept. 14.—The British 
army in Mesopotamia, which has been 
inactive for several months on ac- 
count of the intense heat, has engaged 
in a few minor operations recently, 
today’s despatch says. The report 
follows: 

“On the Tigris, early September 11, 
an enemy aerodrome was raided by 
our airmen, who destroyed a small 
camp. 

“On the Euphrates line, September 
9, a reconnoitring party was attacked 
northeast of Nasiriyeh by Turkish ir- 
regulars. Two days later a mixed 
force from Nasiriyeh drove them 
northward, Thé.operations were very 
successful. Over 200 of the enemy 
were killed and large quantities of 
ammunition were captured and de- 


stroyed.”

The 
cause of his indisposition is clear 
enough, The way he has done it 
is enough to make the whole 
Vienna cabinet sick.

Experience in this pro- 
vince would seem to suggest that 
the Manitoba people are getting 
needlessly worried over the 
whisky ‘argument~that~an: ‘hotet 
cannot be run without a bar. As 
the situation here is working out 
hotel accommodation, instead of 
getting scarce, is getting better. 
That trend of things is quite in 
accord with conditions in the nor- 
thern country, where, though there 
have been no bars there has been 
accommodation quite as ample and 
quite as good as the circumstances 
warranted, The effect of cutting 
out the bars is to put the business 
of accommodating the travelling 
public on a business basis, with 
financial results proportioned to 
the service rendered. Under the 
license system the accommodation 
of the travelling public is an un- 
wanted obligation imposed upon 
the proprietor of a bar-room, and 
naturally the travelling public get 
nothing more than the law ealls 
for. Under prohibition, accom- 
modation for the travelling pub- 
lic is provided as a business enter- 
prise; under the license system it 
is conceded as the legal penalty 
for running a booze joint. And 
the quality of the accommodation 
works out according to the pur- 
pose in view, 


The Mail-Empire opines that in 
British Columbia and indeed in all the 
provinces west of Quebec the soldier 
vote is 30 to 50 per cent. of the total
